SARLES WINNER OF CONTEST 


Dead Driver Is Found to Be Win- 
ner of 1920 Auto Speed 
Championship. 


LOS ANGELES, Noy. 25. — Gaston 
Chevrolet, famous automobile racing 
driver, and Lyall Jolls, mechanician for 
Eddie O'Donnell, were killed today when 
Chevrolet's and O’Donnell’s machines 
crashed together on the Los Angeles 
Speedway atthe east end of the grand 
stand near the close of the 250-mile race 
for the 1920 championship wit! its title 
of ‘‘ Speed King of the Year.’* O’Don- 
nell was so seriously injured that it was 
at first reported he was killed. His 
skull was fractured and both arms were 
broken and little hope was held that he 
could. recover. John Bresnahan, Chev- 
rolet's mechanician, was seriously in- 
jured. 

Chevrolet, it developed, had won the 
national championship for 1920 on a 
point basis, Roacoe Sarles, winner of the 
race today, being far behind.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The right of 
the United States to be consulted on 
the terms of mandates as provided for 
in the League covenant of the Versailles 
Treaty, is insisted upon by’ the Ameri- 
can Government in its latest note to 
Great Britain relative to Mesopotamian 
oil, the text of which was made public 
tonight by the State Department, as 
well asin London.

The invitation to President Wilson is 
naturally in different terms and makes 
clear that it is not an attempt to in- 
duce America to accept an Armenian 
mandate.

“The Assembly of the League of 
Nations voted the following nenetani®

““*The Assembly being anxious to. 
coroperate with the Council in order to 
end, in the shortest possible. period, 
the Rwrrors of the Armenian tragedy, 
requests the Council to arrive at an 
understanding with the. governments 
with a view to entrusting the power 
with the -task of taking necessary 
measures to stop hostilities. 

***The Council of the League has, 
after consideration, decided to trans- 
mit this request to the governments of 
all the members of the League and to 
the.

ARMY PILOT WINS 
PULITZER AIR RAGE 


Lieutenant Mosley, in Verville- 
Packard, Averages Almost 
Three Miles a Minute. 


NAVAL OFFICER IS FIFTH 


Pershing and Daniels Among 
the 25,000 Spectators at 
Mitchel Field. 


Speeding through the air at the rate 
of almost three miles a minute, Lieu- 
tenant C. C. Mosley of the United States 


Army Air Service, piloting an American 


built Verville-Packard airplane, won 
the first aerial contest for the Pulitzer 
Trophy yesterday ‘at Mitchel Field, ‘near 
Garden.City, and gained. for the army 
the cherished honor. of besting the ‘navy 
in the air. Handicapped by carburetor 
trouble which balked his efforts to 
demonstrate what this wonder plane of 
the army could do, Lieutenant Mosley 
nevertheless flew over the course of 
slightly more than 132 miles In 44 min- 
utes 2957-100 seconds at an average 
speed of about 178 miles an hour. 
Lieutenant Mosley was disappointed 
because he did not break the world's 
aviation speed record, made by Bernard 
de Romanet, who on Nov. 4 in France 
flew at the rate of 193 miles an hour, 
The Verville-Packard was an entrant in 
the Gordon Bennett race but had to 
drop out because of a mechanical defect. 
Captain H. BH. Hartney of the army in 
an American Thomas Morse plane and 
Bert Acosta, a civilian contestant, in 
an Italian Ansalde, captured second and 
third places, their time being 47 min- 
utes and 51 minutes and 57 seconds, re- 
spectively. The two planes maintained 
an average speed of 168% and 154 miles 
around the course. It was not until the 
fifth . winner arrived that the navy 
gained a place, and the loyal navy con- 
tingent at the field told Lieutenant A.

LORDS ADVANCE HOME RULE 


Pass Second Reading With a Ma- 
jority of 89.

LONDON, » Nov. . 25.—The. House . of 
Lords today carried the. second reading 
of the Irish Home Rule bill by a major- 
ity of 89. . Lord Middleton, in present- 
ing the case for the Southern: Unionists, 
declared that he’ was assured on high 
legal. authority that the bill could: not 
possibly be put’ into operation. He ap- 
pealed to the Government to be generous 
and ‘give Ireland full fiscal - control.

PLAN FOR ENGLAND 


Ministry of Transport Proposes 
a Great Dam Across the 
River Severn. 


ELECTRICITY TO SAVE COAL 


Half a Million Horse Power Would 
Be Supplied to the Principal 
Industrial Centres.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—A vast and com- 
plete scheme for supplying electricity to 
the great industrial centres of England 
is made public by the Ministry of Trans- 
port. It embraces. construction of a 
great concrete dam or barrage across 
the River Severn, with sluices and tur- 
bines, an energy storage plant with a 
high-level lake and tunnel in combina- 
tion with an immense pumping and tur- 
bine power house on the tidal part of 
the River Wye. With the Severn dam 
a road bridge and a railway bridge 
would be combined. By means of the 
new road a detour of fifty miles in com- 
municating between Newport and Bris- 
tol would be avoided. 

Electricity could be produced and dis- 
tributed over a wide area to the extent 
of over half a million horse power dur- 
ing a ten-hour day at a cost of little 
over a halfpenny per unit. 

The scheme which has been worked 
out by the Civil Engineering Depart- 
ment of the Ministry of Transport would 
take five to seven years to carry‘ out. 
Parliamentary consent must fairst be 
obtained, The cost has not been worked 
out in detail but the total would amount 
to many million sterling. It is claimed 
that the utilizing of the enormous elec- 
tric power generated would effect a 
saving of about three to four million 
tons of coal yearly which would thus be 
available for export,

REPRESENTATIVE VAILE 
DISTRUSTS RED OFFERS

It iis ‘un- 
derstood that Pesqueira, a few. days ago. 
held a conference with Under Secretary 
22 State Davis at the home of the lat- 
ter and, that at that conference. Pes- 
queira was made acquainted with the 
lispleasure of the department regard- 
ng some of his recent utterances. 

An official notice sent out from the 
Mexican: Embassy tonight stated that 
in ‘pursuance of plans made , several 
weeks ago,” Pesqueira started this 
afternoon for Mexico br to attend the 
inauguration of General Obregon. It 
was thought'here that the assertion that 
Pesqueira had planned his trip several 
weeks ago was an effort to counteract 
reports that he was to be recalled.

NEW PHOSPHATE PROCESS. 


System of Heat Extraction Is Ex- 
pected to Revolutionize Industry. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The devel- 
opment of a process for extracting phos- 
phoric acid from rock by the heat meth- 
od, which experts predicted would mean 
revolutionary changes én the fertilize: 
industry, was announced here today by 
the Department, of Agriculture. The 
process has beén worked out ‘on approx- 
imately a commercial basis at the Goy- 
ernment EOS plant at.Arlington,

Exper! wnanite have shown that phos- 
phoric acid can be freed fromm rock by 
the use of fuel oil much more cheaply 
than by older methods, the announce 
ment says. While the actual cost was 
not estimated closely. the gm gng 
tended to show that acid cou§d be pro 
duced at about 15 per cent. of the ac- 
tual value of product, while the ;. 
cheapest previows Lae Syre a cost was 
placed at about 22 per cent. 

Tests were made of heating ‘mixtures 
of mineral, sand and coké to a smelting 
temperature with electricity as fuel. 
The process proved satisfactory, but the 
prohibitive cost of the current resulted, 
in the trial of oil. which is also supplied 
abundantly in sections of Florida where 
phosphate rock deposits are being de- 
veloped. 

.Higher recovery is also claimed for the 
new prdcess. Runs-at the Government 
plant showed about 47 per cent. recov- 
ery, while the best preyious record was 
only slightly above 16 ,per cent., the 
department says. 


SOCIALIST ATTACKS 
SCORNED BY LENIN 











Defends Executions and Invites 
Bourgeoisie to Send Investi- 
gators to Russia. 


Following the return of the German 
Socialist delegation from Soviet Russia 
after the closing of the Second Congress 
of the Third International, the first 
week of August, and’ the publication of 
drastic criticism of the Bolshevist 
régimé by several of the: delegates, the 
Berlin correspondent of The Daily News 
of London sent a message to Nikoiai 
Lenin, the ‘Bolshevist Premier, asking 
him what he had to say to these criti- 
cisms, eSpecially in regard to the allega- 
tions cx Wwholegale- executions ‘of ene 
mies of the Bolsheviki. Lenin’s answer, 
as given in German newspapers of Sept. 
16, was as follows: 

“TI ‘wish to be allowed to point out 
that I. am in no wise: surprised at the 
attacks upon Bojshevism being made by 
members of the Right Wing of the Ger- 
man Independents of the type of Mr. 
Dittmann and by certain members of 
the British Labor Party. In the. speech 
which I delivered at the recent Moscow 
songress of the Communist Internationa! 
{ pointed out that the ideas and pvinci- 
ples of Dittmann and Crispien were ex- 
actly the same as those of Kautsky. It 
is entirely natural that Kautsky, as well 
as Crispien and Dictmann, i bound to 
oe dissatisfied with Bolshevism. 

“In fact, it woud be extremely regret- 
able’ if ‘such people were satisfied with 
Bolshevism. It is only natural that such 
oourgeois democrats as those just men- 
tioned, who do not differ at all from 
our Mensheviki, very sg ay find

EXPERIMENTS WITH WHEAT. 


‘ Federation Group ” se Australia Is 
Best Adapted to Pacific’ Coast. 


The United States Departmdnt of Ag- 
riculture, in order to determine the 
varieties of Australian wheat best 
adapted to conditions on the Pacific 
Joast, has conducted.a series of experi- | 2 
ments which accurately ascertained the 
yield and quality of those varieties al- 
ready of commercial mportance in that 4 
region, as well as other varieties, sam- 
ples of which wers brought direct. from 
Australia. In connection with the lattér 
phase of the investigation more than 130 
samples of wheat were obtained, repre- 
senting ninety-two distinct varieties. 

Results from the early experiments 
with these wheats show that the ‘‘Fed- 
2ration group,’’ consisting of three varie- 
ties—Federation, Hard Federation and 
White Federation—is. probably the best 
suited to this Western region. . These 
three varieties were compared in yield 
with the leading commercial wheats, 'in-- 


tluding the Bluestem, Australian var fe- 
.ies, ‘Pacific, White Australian and 
Warly Baart, and produced higher yields, 
according to the department’s cereal spe- 
sialists. Hard Federation produced the 
larger, yields in Oregon, While White 
federation did better in California. 
Milling experiments indicate that Hard 
federation is' equal or superior for mill- 
ing and bread-making purposes to the 
ieading commercial varieties now grown 
on the Pacific Coast and also superior in 
this regard to -Federation and White 
federation. 

The. results of these experiments are 
reported in Department sulietin 8i7,
